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Washington. April 21. — Spain will 
probobly receive official notification of 
the demands of the United States some 
time to d ay . Six* will be informed th a t

gress are now a part of the laws of 
the United States and an ultimatum 
will l>e sent demanding in compliance 
xvith this law an answ er within a very 
short 
time, 
probably 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Compliance is

expected, 
and a forward movement on Guba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the adminis­ 
tration. 
Tho congressional Cuban resolution 
will bo signed to-day. 
The ultimatum 
to Spain will 
be signed 
at the same 
time. 
The president early decided to 
m ake tin* two practically one act by a 
simultaneous signature of each. 
Two cabinet meetings were held d u r­ 
ing the day, the first beginning at 11 
and lasting nearly two hours, and the 
f**eond lasting from 2 until 5:30 o’clock. 
At their close announcement that the 
executive action was delayed until to­ 
day w as made, 
lloth cabinet sessions 
w ere devoted principally to discussion 
of the ultimatum to be sent to Madrid. 
At the morning session tin* president 
rather favored 
allowing the 
Madrid 
government two, or even three days in 
which 
T o R e p l y t o O u r D e m a n d 
but since that time he has changed his 
views somewhat, and it is now be­ 
lieved to be his purpose to require an 
answ er within a very short time, prob­ 
ably within twenty-four 
hours. 
'The 
reason for limiting the time to one day, 
or even less, is said to be entirely s tra t­ 
egic. 
otherwise tw o 
or three 
days 
would have been allowed. 
The ulti­ 
m atum itself, it, is believed, will bo 
short and to the point.

passed by congress and demand a com­ 
pliance therewith.

that the resolution was not immediate­ 
ly signed gave l ist* to a few disquiet­ 
ing reports, but it soon appeared from 
statements of cabinet officers that tin* 
president had not the slightest inten­ 
tion of withholding his signature, and 
th a t the delay in attaching it was ac­ 
counted for solely by his desire to have 
a full and complete plan of operations 
for the government of the executive in 
the immediate future before taking tin* 
final and important step of turning tlit* 
joint resolution into a statute. 
“The ultimatum,” said one member 
of the cabinet after the meeting, “has 
been agreed upon in substance, but 
has not yet been formally drawn up.

Cuba prompt measures will be adopted 
to put into force the congressional res­ 
olution. 
A blockade of Cuba will so 
far as at present understood b** begun 
at onee.

Office of State Forest Commissioner, 
St. P a u l, Minn, March 2«, 1898. 


Under the Art of Legislature of Minnesota for 
the preservation of forests and for the prevention 
and suppression of forest and prairie fires, ap­ 
proved April 18, 1895, 
The following ate liable to a penalty not exceed­ 
ing $100 or imprisonment not exceeding three 
months: 


Any person refusing, w ithout cause, to assist fire 
w arden in extinguishing ‘orest or prairie fires. 
Any fire warden who neglects to perform his 
duties. 
Any person who wilfully, negligently or careless 
ly sets on the, or causes to be set on fire, any 
woods prairies or other combustible material 
thereby causing injury to another. 
Any person who ahail kindle a fire, on or danger 
ously near to forest or prairie land and leave it 
unquenched, or w ho shall be a party thereto. 
Any person who shall use other than iucombusti 
hie tirewads for firearms or carry a Baked torch, 
firebrand or other expo-ed light in or danger­ 
ously near to forest laud. 
Aay person who shall wilfully or heedlessly de 
face, destroy or remove this or any other warn 
ing placard posted under the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 
Any railroad company wilfully neglecting to pro­ 
vide efficient spark arresters on its engines: or 
to keep its right of w ay to the width of 100 feet 
cleared of combustible material; or which shall 
fall to comply with other provisions of Section 
12 ot the above mentioned Aft. 
The following are liable to a penalty of not less 
than $5 nor more than 850: 
Any railroad employe who wilfully violates the 
provisions of Section 12 of the above mentioned 
Act. 
Any ow ner of threshing or other portable steam 
engine w ho neglects to have efficient spark ar­ 
resters. oi who shall deposit live coals or hot 
ashes without extinguishing the same. 
The follovs ing are liable to a penalty not exceed 
ing 85(H) or imprisonment in the state prison not 
over ten years, or both: 
Any person who maliciously sets or causes to be 
set on fire any woods, prairie or other combusti­ 
ble material v hereby the property of another is 
destroyed and life is sacrificed.

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There is today in the procession < f 
embryo laws slowly filing befoie the 
legislators at W ashington a bill which, 
if it ever reaches final passage, will 
stand out as one of the most notable 
features of the legislation of the c n- 
tiiry. 
People have occasionally heard 
of the free home bill, but they are few 
indeed who know what it really means. 
Taken all in all, it is one of the most 
interesting measures that has yet made 
its bow to the public. 
A free home, 
under the interpretation cf the words 
as used In the bill, means a quarter sec­ 
tion of land, 160 acres, upon which a 
citizen of the United States can settle, 
file a claim, and at the expiration of 
five years prove up his claim and a Is 
gal residence thereon, and obtain a pa­ 
tent for the land, the only cost entailed 
being the legal fees for legal formali­ 
ties. 
Most people have an idea that 
there is nothing really valuable in the 
nature of a free home left for a citizen 
of the United States, but the proposed 
law, which has already received the in­ 
dorsement of the 
senate 
and only 
awaits the action of the house, show.* 
that instead of the supply of the unset­ 
tled land being exhausted, there are 
at present 11,874,874 acres of land to 
which only Uncle Sam owns title and 
upon which the Indians have no lien. 
Despite the fact that these lands are 
government property, they are not free 
homes. 
Every settler must pay for 
them at a fixed rate per acre. 
It is this 
payment that the free homestead bill 
proposes to wipe out by abolishing t h n 
trust feature of the lands, and making 
them open to free entry by settlers. By 
the trust feature is meant that these 
lands are held in trust by the United 
States to be sold for the Indians. These 
two trust reservations are the 
great 
Sioux of North Dakota, South Dakota 
and Nebraska and the Chippewa reser­ 
vation in northern Minnesota. 
The 
first was open to settlement as a trust 
reservation March 2, 1889, and the sec­ 
ond, Jan. 14 of the same year. 
These 
lands were divided into three divisions, 
those disposed of during the first three 
years after the opening of the reserva­ 
tion being valued at $1.25 per acre. For 
the next two years the land was valued 
at 75 cents per acre, and now any one 
can buy it at 50 cents per acre, provided 
he be a citizen of the United 
States. 
W ithout knowledge of 
the 
circum­ 
stances it might he supposed that about 
all the desirable land in these trust 
reservations had been bought up, but a 
quiet investigation has shown th at this 
is not the case. 
Indeed, it is openely 
stated in Washington th at a party of 
speculators, well supplied with money, 
have discovered what they believe to 
be a Klondike scheme—the gist of it 
being the passage of such a law by 
congress and the immediate occupation 
of emissaries of the speculators cf all 
the desirable lands thus opened to fr e 
settlement. 
When one takes the map* of the In­ 
terior department that show just what 
of the public lands free to the settler 
have been taken up, and the conditions 
th at surround the sections remaining 
unoccupied, it at once becomes evident 
that in these two trust res rvations are, 
aside from 
military lands, the only 
homes worth having open to settle­ 
ment. 
Nothing 
valuable is left for 
the 
homesteader outside cf grazing land in 
Oklahoma, and the same is true of the 
old Lake Traverse reservation, and the 
Yankton and Fort Berthold reserva­ 
tions in the Dakotas, the Crow reser­ 
vation in Montana, and the Siletz reser­ 
vation in Oregon. 
From time to time 
these were opened to the free home­ 
steaders and now what remains is of 
no value. 
Of the nearly 12.000,000 of 
acres of land which the proposed law 
could turn into 
free homes, perhaps 
one-eighth have been bought and occu­ 
pied by settlers. The rest is virgin soil, 
much of it fairly wed timbered, and a 
goodly portion susceptible to cultiva­ 
tion. 
Here, then, are the remaining 
opportunities for the man who is look­ 
ing for a free home through Fncle Sam. 
When these lands were secured from 
the Indians by the government it was 
with the understanding and agreement 
that just as fast as the money was pa;d 
for them by settlers it should I oenme 
part of a fund to feed, clothe and edu­ 
cate the original Indian owners or the'r 
descendants. 
Therefore, if these lands 
become open to free settlement, the ob­ 
ligation devolves upon the government 
of paying the original Indian owners 
or their descendants th" aggregate sum 
which the lands would have brought jf 
sold at a fixed price. 
This would me in 
that just as soon as the free homestead 
bill became a law 
the 
government 
would owe the original Indian ovvn°rs 
or their descendants the total amount 
the Great Sioux and Chippewa reserva­ 
tion unallotted land would be worth at 
tho uniform price of 50 cents an acre 
at the least —a tidy sum for tlm taxpay­ 
ers to meet, hut which the advocates 
of the bill declare would be more than 
counterbalanced hv the great opportun­ 
ities offered the settler. 
Another fea­ 
ture of the proposed 
law is that it 
would release settlers who have con­ 
tracted to purchase land in th«sp res­ 
ervations at the st'pulated price from 
further payment of the debt. 
As a 
whole it wou’d cost the government 
fully $25,000,000. 
In view of the fre­ 
quent statements that there is no more 
land for free settlement that it is worth 
while to own, it is of interest to call 
to mind the fact (which does not seem 
to he generally known) that there are 


today 705.854 acres cf land available un­ 
der the act of Aug. 22. 1894. which con­ 
sists of the acres that form the military 
reservations at points where the g >v- 
ernment no longer considers it neces­ 
sary to maintain army posts. 
The lat­ 
ter land Is scattered through Arizona, 
California, New 
Mexico, 
Nebraska, 
Montana. North Dakota. South Diko'a. 
Utah and 
Wyoming. 
Originally, the 
bill which has been discussed here pro­ 
vided that all 
this 
land 
should be 
thrown open to free 
entry, t u t the 
clause making this possible was stric k ­ 
en out of the measure before it went 
to the senate. 
It is not likely that th s 
military reservation will cvir bo op ui 
to settlement otherwise than by pur­ 
chase. 
Much of it has been cultivated, 
and as a rule Uncle Sam ’s reservation 
locations are tlie best to be found in 
the part of the country where they ex­ 
ist. 
W hether or not the free home b 11 
will become .a law is as yet a matter 
of conjecture, but it certainly furnishes 
an opportunity for those who wish to 
learn just where Uncle barn's p isse-- 
sions that invite the settler really lie

There is today in the procession cf 
embryo laws slowly filing before the 
legislators at W ashington a bill which, 
if it ever reaches final passage, will 
stand out as one of the most notable 
features of the legislation of the cen­ 
tury. 
People have occasionally heard 
of the free home bill, but they are few 
indeed who know what it really means. 
Taken all in all, it is one of the most 
Interesting measures that has yet made 
its bow to the public. 
A free home, 
under the interpretation cf the words 
as used in the bill, means a quarter sec­ 
tion of land, 160 acres, upon which a 
citizen of the United States can settle, 
file a claim, and at the expiration of 
five years prove up his claim and a Ie 
gal residence thereon, and obtain a pa­ 
tent for the land, the only cost entailed 
being the legal fees for legal formali­ 
ties. 
Most people have an idea that 
there is nothing really valuable in the 
nature of a free home left for a citizen 
of the Ujiited States, but the proposed 
law, which has already received the in­ 
dorsement of the 
senate 
and only 
awaits the action of the house, shows 
that instead of the supply of the unset­ 
tled land being exhausted, there are 
at present 11,874,874 acres of land to 
which only Uncle Sam owns title and 
upon which the Indians have no lien. 
Despite the fact that these lands are 
government property, they are not free 
homes. 
Every settler must pay for 
them at a fixed rate per acre. 
It is this 
payment that the free homestead bill 
proposes to wipe out by abolishing the 
trust feature of the lands, and making 
them open to free entry by settlers. By 
the trust feature is meant that these 
lands are held in trust by the United 
States to be sold for the Indians. These 
two trust reservations are the 
great 
Sioux of North Dakota, South Dakota 
and Nebraska and the Chippewa reser­ 
vation in northern Minnesota. 
Th° 
first was open to settlement as a trust 
reservation March 2, 1889, and the sec­ 
ond, Jan. 14 of the same year. 
These 
lands were divided into three divisions, 
those disposed of during the first, three 
years after the opening of the reserva­ 
tion being valued at $1.25 per acre. For 
the next two years the land was valued 
at 75 cents per acre, and now any one 
can buy it at 50 cents per acre, provided 
he be a citizen of the United 
States. 
W ithout knowledge of 
the 
circum­ 
stances it might be supposed that about 
all the desirable land in these trust 
reservations had been bought up, but a 
quiet investigation has shown that this 
is not the case. 
Indeed, it is openely 
stated in W ashington that a party of 
speculators, well supplied with money, 
have discovered what they believe to 
be a Klondike scheme—the gist of it 
being the passage of such a law by 
congress and the immediate occupation 
of emissaries of the speculators cf all 
the desirable lands thus opened to five 
settlement. 
When one takes the maps of the in­ 
terior department that show just what 
of the public lands free to the settler 
have been taken up, and the conditions 
th at surround the sections remaining 
unoccupied, it at once becomes evident 
that in these two trust reservations are, 
aside from 
military lands, the only 
homes worth having open to settle­ 
ment. 
Nothing 
valuable is left for 
the 
homesteader outside of grazing land in 
Oklahoma, and the same is true of the 
old Lake Traverse reservation, and the 
Yankton and Fort Berthold reserva­ 
tions in the Dakotas, the Crow reser­ 
vation in Montana, and the Siletz reser­ 
vation in Oregon. 
From time to time 
these were opened to the free home­ 
steaders and now what remains is of 
no value. 
Of the nearly 12.000,000 of 
acres of land which the proposed law 
could turn into 
free homes, perhaps 
one-eighth have been bought and occu­ 
pied by settlers. The rest is virgin soil, 
much of it fairly well timbered, and a 
goodly portion susceptible to cultiva­ 
tion. 
Here, then, are the remaining 
opportunities for the man who is look­ 
ing for a free home through Uncle Sam. 
When these lands were secured from 
the Indians by the government it was 
with the understanding and agreement 
that Just as fast as the money was pa5d 
for them by settlers it should I ocnme 
part of a fund to feed, clothe and <do- 
cate the original Indian owners or tile r 
descendants. 
Therefore, if these lands 
become open to free settlement, the ob­ 
ligation devolves upon tho government 
of paying the original Indian owners 
or their descendants tim aggregate sum 
which the lands would have brought if 
sold at a fixed price. 
This would me in 
that just as soon as the free homestead 
bill became a law 
the 
government 
would owe the original Indian own°rs 
or their descendants the total amount 
the Great Sioux and Chippewa reserva­ 
tion unallotted land would be worth at 
the uniform price of 50 cents an aer:* 
at the least—a tidy sum for the taxpay­ 
ers to meet, but which the advocates 
of the bill declare would be more than 
counterbalanced by the great opportun­ 
ities offered the settler. 
Another fea­ 
ture of the proposed 
law is that It 
would release settlers who have con­ 
tracted to purchase land In these res­ 
ervations at the s te lla te d price from 
further payment of the debt. 
As a 
whole It wou’d cost the government 
fully $35,000,000. 
In view of the fre­ 
quent statements that there is no more 
land for free settlement that it is worth 
while to own, it Is of interest to call 
to mind the fact (which does not seem 
to he generally known) that there are 


today 705.854 acres cf land available un­ 
der the act of Aug. 23, 1894. which con­ 
sists of tho acres that form the military 
reservations at points where the gov­ 
ernment no longer considers it neces­ 
sary to maintain army posts. 
The lat­ 
ter land Is scattered through Arizona, 
California, New 
Medico. 
Nebraska, ! 
Montana. North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Utah and 
Wyoming. 
Originally, the 
bill which has been discussed here pro­ 
vided that all 
this 
land 
should be 
thrown open to free 
entry, tu t tho 
clause making this possible was strick­ 
en out of the measure before it went 
to the senate. 
It is not likely that th s 
military reservation will ever bo open 
to settlement otherwise than by pur­ 
chase. 
Much of it has been cultivated, 
and as a rule Uncle Sam’s reservation 
locations are the lest to be found in 
the part of the country where they ex­ 
ist. 
W hether cr not the free borne bill 
will become a law is as yet a matter 
of conjecture, but it certainly furnishes 
an opportunity for those who wish to 
learn just where Uncle Sam s p i}-ses­ 
sions that invite the settler really lie

JERRY ROOT MURDERED. 


Stabbed to Death by an Employe while in 
Bed. 
The Murderer Jailed. 


A rumor was circulated in this city 
yesterday that Jerry Root, fo rm e rly 
of Ft. R ipley and well known in this 
city, had been dangerously injured at 
Bemtdji, and it was learned that Mrs. 
Root had received a telegram from 
the above place to hasten 
there at 
once as Mr. R oot’s injuries were of 
such a serious nature that his recov­ 
ery was doubtful. 
The Little Falls 
Transcript of last night has the fol­ 
lowing to say of the occurrence: 
Information has been received from 
a reliable source confirming the ru­ 
mor that Jerry Hoot was dangerously 
injured. 
H e was stabbed by Robt. 
Kinney, who went to B em id ji from 
Ft. Ripley. 
Robt. Kinney is the man 
who about twenty-five years ago stab 
bed and killed his brother in a drunk­ 
en row near the present town of Swan- 
ville. 
H e served a term of six years 
in tho Stillw ater penitentiary. 
He is 
a bad man when drinking and has 
frequently threatened to kill other 
persons when in that condition. 
A telegram from Bern id ji to the 
Pioneer Press gives an account of the 
murder as follows: 
A brutal murder took place here 
early this morning. Jerry Root, night 
marshal, was stabbed to death by his 
teamster, Tom Burns. 
T he latter 
claim s that Root tho evening before 
had given him m oney for expenses on 
a trip to Park Rapids for freight, but 
later 
in 
the 
evening 
discovered 
that 
Burns 
was 
spending 
it at 
the 
saloons 
and took the remain­ 
der away from him. 
At 5 o’clock 
Root was awakened in his house by 
Burns com ing in, but was not thor­ 
ou gh ly awake when Burns stabbed 
him viciously with a long dirk and 
butcher knife. 
Jerry cried murder 
and the fam ily living in another part 
of the house rushed m to find Burns 
still holding the bloody knife in his 
hands. 
H e m ade no resistance nor 
effort to escape and was disarmed. 
Burns was at once jailed. 
Root was 
found to bo fataliy wounded. H e said 
that hn was slowly bleeding to death 
internally, and after lingering until 
afternoon expired. 
T he murderer’s 
real r.ame is not Burns and he is said 
to have been sentenced to the peni­ 
tentiary at one tim e for murder, blit 
was pardoned. 
L ynching is threat­ 
ened, but it is not believed Sheriff 
Nygaard can be taken by surprise or 
frightened into releasing the prisoner.
